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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Narayanaswamy (US 6,295,457 B1 ; cited by the applicants and applied for the first 
time). 

Refer to FIG. 1 ; column 1 , lines 26 -39; column 2, lines 24 - column 3, line 5; and 
column 4, line 7 - column 5, line 24. The claimed base stations reads on the hybrid 
base station 112. The claimed mobile device reads on the mobile communication 
system 102. The claimed apparatus at the base station for selecting either the first 
connection or the second connection to service a call from the handset based on a 
predefined selection algorithm reads on the Control Unit 116. The claimed switch; 
packet interface; TCP/IP stack; telephone interface; CPU; and signal conversions have 
to be inherent and most basic to the system of Narayanaswamy since Narayanaswamy 
teaches selecting between the Internet (TCP/IP) and the PSTN. 

Conclusion 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Patents to Jayapalan, Csapo, and Leuca et al. all teach aspects 
of selecting between the PSTN connection and the packet network connection.
